1 . A method of monitoring and managing student activities in an 
online educational course, the method comprising: 

maintaining^ database of students and instructors, the database of 
5 students and instructors comprising student identification information, 

instructor identification information, and course identification information; 

automatically recording student access to each of a plurality of online 
education resources anatasks related to the online education course; 

receiving a query from an instructor for information regarding at least 
10 one student in the online ecmcation course; and 

presenting a plurality o^nteractiv^tu^ent management tool selections 
in a graphical user interface to the instr/ 




2. The method of claim \L \^erehnH|Te^database further comprises 
student information for all students in a course section of the online education 
course and wherein the method further comprises receiving a query from the 
instructor for information regarding all students in the course section. 

3. The method of claim 1, comprising presenting a student 

20 interaction chart to the instructor upon receiprt of a student interaction query 

from the instructor, wherein the student interaction chart comprises a list of 
students in a course section and data on a number of message postings for 
each student in the course section. 

25 4. The method of claim 1 , wherein presenting a plurality of 

interactive student management tool sections further^ comprises presenting a 
student inactivity status link and displaying a student inactivity status list in 
response to an instructor query, the student inactivity status list comprising 
data on students who have not accessed the online educational course for 

30 longer than a predetermined time. \ 
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5. The method of claim 4, further comprising displaying an 
automatic emaiKtemplate link for each of the students on the student inactivity 
status list, whereby an instructor may contact a particular student on the 
student inactivity status list. 
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6. The method of claim 1 , wherein one of the plurality of student 
management tool selections comprises a class information link, and wherein 
the method further comprises^ retrieving student information for students 
associated with the instructor i\ response to a query from the instructor.

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8. The method of claim 1 wherein automatically recording student 
access comprises recording the date of each stuafent access to course 
materials, the course materials comprising course Homework assignments 
and online discussion groups, and wherein the method further comprises 
retrieving the student access information relating to access of course 
materials and displaying a graphical representation of a Vjmber of student 
access attempts for the section of students associated with the instructor over 
a desired period of time for each of the course materials accessed. 
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9. The method of claim 8, further comprising presenting the 
instructor with an individual student selection menu configured to retrieve and 
display course activity for a selected student in the section of students. 

10. The method of claim 1 , wherein automatically recording student 
access comprises, recording access to, and authorship of a posting to, an 
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online discussion for a course and recording authorship of any previous 
posting that the posting relate to, and wherein the method further comprises 
retrieving the student access/fqformation relating to the online discussion for 
the course and displaying a graphical representation of which students in the 
section authored postings in response to postings by other students in the 
section.

21. A system managing and monitoring online student activity in an 
online educational course comprising: \ 

a computer in communication a computer network; 

a database containing student online course activity information for 

students in an online educational course; and \ 

an instructor tool accessible by an instructorusing the computer via the 

computer network to: \ 

generate a plurality of interactive student\management tool 
selections in a graphical user interface to the instructor, wherein at 
least one of the student management tool selections is operative to 
display the student online course activity to the instructor for at least 
one student in a course section taught by the instructor. 

22. A method of monitoring and managing student and faculty 
activities in an online educational course, the method comprising: 
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\riaintaining a database of students and faculty members, the database 
of students and faculty members comprising student identification information, 
faculty member identification information, and course identification

The method of claim 23, wherein the d^ata on faculty 
performance comprises data on complaints received Tkpm students taking a 
course from the faculty member. 
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25. The method of claim 23, wherein the data omfaculty 
performance comprises assignment turnaround time for student assignments 
graded by the instructor. 

26. The method of claim 22, wherein presenting a plurality of faculty 
data comprises presenting a message link to the authorized user,\he method 
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further comprising selectingdhe-rnessage link, receiving a pre-addressed 
message template to the facuWm^mber, and sending a message to the 
faculty member.
